The life story of 
Egil Skallagrimson is 
among the greatest 
of Icelandic sagas, 
and it seems one 
that persistently re- 
fuses to run into 
good English. Mr. 
Eddison falls badly 
between two schools 
—the archaism of 
William Morris and 
the colloquialism of 
other translators who 
aim at reproducing 
the ‘‘raciness”’ of 
the original Ice- 
landic. The extra- 
ordinary things that 
Mr. Eddison does 
with the English 
language, his con- 
stant ‘‘gat’’ for 
“got,” his ‘ me- 
thinks’ and “ me- 
seems,” sub- 
stitutions such as 
that of murther”’ 
for ‘‘ murder,’ his 
inverted sentences 
such as “ Bare they 
him then in the 
same hour,’’ muddle 
an already involved story and give it anything but the speed 
it demands for lucidity ; which is a pity, for Mr. Eddison’s 
introduction and notes are good, and show what is so 
essential for a translator of the sagas, a knowledge of the 
districts in which they are set. 

Those who know no Icelandic and wish to follow the 
doings of the great Egil in Norway, York, and Iceland will 
find Mr. Eddison’s version better than no translation, but 
in ease and style (though not in accuracy) it is not a bit 
superior to that of the Rev. W. C. Green, which he abuses 
so roundly; and beside Dasent’s ‘“ Burnt Njal’”’ it is 
utterly dwarfed.

If people pick up this book, 
glance at the title, then fling 
it down in disgust saying 
“Another of these Feminist 
outpourings!’’ it will be a pity, 
for they will miss a wise and 
witty, as well as an exceedingly 
useful work. 

No one can accuse Leonora 
Eyles of not feeling strongly on 
the subject of the treatment of 
women workers. It is to her 
credit that she avoids both 
sloppiness and unfairness. The 
fact that she knows of condi- 
tions of “almost incredible 
slavery’’ under which some 
servants work, does not prevent 
her from knowing, also, that 
many domestic workers are 
incompetent. Her indignation 
at the difficulties placed in the 
way of women by male workers, 
does not prevent her from commenting severely upon 
young women “ who cold-bloodedly married in order to be 
kept in idleness and are seeing to it that they did not 
marry in vain!” 

Idleness to her is the one unforgivable sin, the great 
crime against the community. ‘“‘ Very few human beings 
can stand leisure, something atrophies and they become 
degenerate.” 

Here is conveniently arranged information as to the 
main careers open to women, places where training may 
be obtained, cost of training, chance of posts, and amount 
of salaries, together witha mass of good advice on human 
problems. In addition there are two valuable introductory 
chapters on “* Women’s Opportunities ’’ and ‘‘ The Psycho- 
logical Factor.” 

The ideal of Leonora Eyles is suitable work, efficiently 
done, by highly trained and skilled women, including those 
who have decided that looking after their own children is 
as much a career as looking 
after those of other people. 

A practical idealist, who 
preserves a sense of humour, 
and who combines. varied 
experience with native 
shrewdness, is worth a hear- 
ing, and those who are alive 
to the immense importance 
of women’s new citizenship 
need not grudge five shillings 
for this little book.

This is in effect a Life of Christ, told from the 
point of view of a Jewish Nationalist (one of the 
Twelve) who hoped that in Jesus the political 
Messiah had come to deliver the chosen people 
from the yoke of Rome. The story follows scene 
after scene, bringing out the reaction of Simon’s 
mind to the various sayings and doings of Jesus— 
his perplexities, his alternations of hope and dis- 
appointment. The bitterest disappointment of all 
comes after the Crucifixion, when Simon feels that 
the national cause has been lost through the re- 
fusal of Jesus Himself to carry it to the victory 
He might have wrought. Yet after Pentecost 
illumination comes, and Simon understands at last 
why Jesus died. The whole study is well worked 
out, with dignity and restraint, and enables the 
reader to understand how Christ's work must have 
impressed many of His contemporaries, and why 
it both attracted and repelled not a few.

Mr. Jeffery Farnol presumably knows when he is “ on 
a good thing.’’ He is conscious that the general novel- 
reading public likes his historical romances, which (though 
we do not wish to cast any doubts upon his historical 
accuracy) are really original fairy stories in which, after 
very wonderful 
vicissitudes, the 
wicked people are 
laid low and the 
good, kind folk go 
to the top of the 
class and live 
happy ever after. 
In style and in 
general trend of 
narrative (not 
necessarily plot) he 
has followed his 
usual recipe in this 
his latest novel. 
He is wise in this, 
for his is a fashion 
oistory-telling that 
wears extremely 
well, and were he 
to change it and 
evolve a new 
Jeffery Farnol he 
would, whatever 
else, disappoint 
many readers of 
fiction and break a 
happy line of 
stories. 

On opening 
“Over the Hills ”’ 
one is soon deep 
in the _ chapters 
whose peculiarly 
Farnolian labels 


are liberally 
sprinkled with 
the atmospheric 
words “telleth,” 
“giveth,” ‘‘de- 
scribeth,”” and the 
like. (Where 


would Mr. Farnol 
be without his 
“eth” ?) One 
chapter heading 
excels itself in 
that it ‘‘ touches 
something on the 
art of swordman- 
ship.” 

For this tale we are in the days of the Old Pretender’s 
ill-starred rebellion, a period in which the author has a 
thoroughly happy time. The story is in the first person, 
coming from its hero, one Adam, called Thursday, foundling 
and valiant coward ; it is his odyssey, his record of joys 
and sorrows, his love story ; in addition to Adam and his 
lady, it is particularly concerned with an intriguing char- 
acter—a “‘ right-beloved enemy.’’ It matters little that 
the tale may be put down as “ the mixture as before,”’ 
that the people do the kind of things Farnol folk have 
been doing for some time, and that there is again a great 
dependence on coincidence in the plot. And if the bad 
people are confounded so amazingly and improbably, and 
the hero, heroine, and their well-wishers presented with 
unimaginable slices of good fortune, it is no monstrous 
drawback. Mr. Farnol is still a master of his own par- 
ticular kind of story; his dialogue and dialect, time and

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circumstance still crash their ways successfully past 
credibility to an unresisting acceptance that is wholly 
enjoyable. His new tale flows well and is easy to read.

It is smoothly written and neither 
jolts the intelligence nor burdens the mind. Even the 
scenes of violence and bloodshed are right and proper to

“Life on a desert island discloses but 
does not change the nature of a man. His 
faults and his virtues are shown in a fiercer 
light. The coward, the wastrel and the 
egoist are branded as such; the man of 
resolution and character rises above his 
fellows ; and all, good, bad and indifferent, 
return on their release to the old way of 
life, no better and no worse than they 
were in the days before their great adventure.”’ 

So declares Mr. Lockhart, basing his con- 
clusion upon the passengers and crew of the 
East Indiaman Blenden Hall, London to Bom- 
bay, who, after the wreck of their ship in 1821, 
spent three and a half months on Inaccessible 
Island, some twenty miles from the lonely Tristan da Cuhna. 
An extraordinarily unpleasant crowd they seem to have been, 
the crew surly, drunken, mutinous, the passengers (or 
nearly all of them) domineering, cowardly, bickering. The 
captain (from the published narrative of whose son Mr. 
Lockhart’s story is retold) was gravely to blame for losing 
his ship in the first instance; though he did his best to 
repair the offence, he lacked the force of character which 
would have aroused our sympathy for him in his plight 
on the island. Of the eighty-odd souls thus cast ashore 
in circumstances sufficiently desperate to call forth a man’s 
whole courage and resolution, a mere handful acted like 
men. The rest—well, Mr. Lockhart’s story should serve as 
a tower of strength to cynics and as a very useful corrective 
to purblind idealists.

derives from hardship and adventure exactly as much as 
he puts into it? Take for instance the early settlers in 
New Zealand, as described by Miss Brenda Guthrie, whose 
book is concerned with the fortunes of her forbears. Ina 
poor and crowded ship her grandfather and his young wife 
travelled, a little over ninety years ago, to a country 
primitive, wild, and largely unexplored. By dint of 
determination, persistence, and a high sense of social 
endeavour, they and their fellows laid the foundations of 
domestic and commercial life there, which are now bearing 
such excellent fruit—by their adventure they conferred a 
benefit upon the world. Miss Guthrie describes also the 
lives of her father and her brother—both officers in the 
New Zealand R.A.M.C.—and if her method of narration 
is occasionally a trifle laboured, her story is without doubt 
an inspiring one.

the power of making it seem so. Sir 
Telford spent forty-four years in Turkey, 
forty-four years which effected profound 
changes in the character, customs and 
politics of that country.

These two books, dissimilar in many ways, have a 
withering candour in common. Despite the romantic 
head-lines and. resounding adjectives lavished on these 
careers, the writers leave their readers no illusions. If the 
life of Fiaschetti, told in the most fluent American, appears 
at first reading to be the Twenty-two Glorious Tales of 
the Renaissance Bravo turned New York Crime Cop, an 
alternative sub-title speedily suggests itself: ‘‘ The Bleak 
Epic of the Stool Pigeon.’”’ Fiaschetti was for sixteen years 
leader of a special squad dealing with Black Hand cases, 
and six more years chief of the Italian Squad. He made 
over one thousand arrests, covered the most celebrated 
crimes, and sent twelve men to the electric chair. In

1920 he visited Italy in disguise and 
penetrated the inner circles of the 
Camorra. Bombs, cocaine fiends, 
gangsters, cryptograms, Fiaschetti, 
with the hard jaw and love for the 
opera, knows all about that. He can 
tell, too, an amusing tale of his French 
colleague and the poignant tale of the 
murderer who shouldn’t have gone to 
the chair, just to prove he likes a 
joke and has a heart. But he speaks 
with amazing frankness about his 
methods: ‘‘ The commonest way to 
detect crime is to trade freedom for 
information. It beats the cigar 
ashes and green whiskers all hollow.” 
Though his matter is excellent, his 
vocabulary and personality are 
even more fascinating. He sums 
up the world: “Everybody’s 
stealing. Everybody’s_ shout- 
ing.” 

Gustave Steinhauer, guiding 
spirit of German Secret 
Service in England, 1900-1914, 
takes his melodramatic nickname 
with a non-committal modesty. 
He also mentions his not un- 
friendly acquaintance with the late 
William Le Queux. But he had 
little to learn from that colourful 
sensationalist, although he does destroy the legend of the 
ubiquitous and well-paid German spy. He describes his 
operations in Great Britain, mainly on naval espionage, 
and his accounts of his adventures in Scotland, June, 1914, 
are particularly vivid and absorbing. There are, in addi- 
tion, many glimpses of romance, treachery and terror, with 
close character studies of the spies of all nations. The 
second part of his memoirs is a straightforward and un- 
flattering picture of the ex-Kaiser whom he served as officer 
and bodyguard for many years.

Detective fiction is evidently affecting the historical 
novel, for three of these books are based on mysteries 
of the past. In “ Pendragon’’ Mr. Faraday is 
concerned with the problem of King Arthur. He 
tells us in a note that forty years ago he heard 
unlettered shepherds and wayside labourers in the 
Arthurian country-side say, ‘“ When Arthur comes 
again the poor man shall come into ease and 
happiness,’’ but the Arthur who comes again in 
his pages is very different from the hero of Geoffrey 
of Monmouth, Malory, Tennyson—or Mark Twain. 
Sometimes one is reminded, as the overgrowth of 
legend is stripped away, of the old woman in the 
nursery rhyme with her petticoats cut round about 
—‘‘ Lawk a mussy on us,” she cried, “‘ this is none 
of I!” Mr. Faraday shows us a real and human 
Arthur—not actually a king, but of royal British 
birth—who was a mercenary of the later Roman 
Empire, and saved Celtic Romanised Britain. 
Immense knowledge and research have gone to the 
making of this book. 

Mr. Fowler Wright deals with a less familiar 
problem: the treachery of Edward, King of Wessex 
and son of Alfred the Great, when Mercia was 
annexed. The story of Elfwin and her Danish lover 
was well worth telling, and this little known period 
has evidently been very closely studied. Only once or 
twice (and then he apologises) does Mr. Fowler Wright 
dispel the atmosphere of forgotten Saxon days by 
digressions about Napoleon and the Great War.

a lot of preliminary matter which does not signify any- 
thing, though presumably the author means us to 
understand that what came later had its origin in it all. 

A young author who is making her way quietly 
but surely is Ruth Brockington. In “ The Perfect 
Marriage ’’ she has chosen a subject which suits her 
very well. It demands quiet, even unexciting treat- 
ment, and that is just what she is qualified to give 
and does give it. It is the story of the marriage of 
a sensitive, self-effacing girl to a very ordinary, selfish 
man, and the effect upon her conscientious nature of 
the reappearance of the man whom in her undeveloped 
girlhood she had really loved. There is no condes- 
cension to what is supposed to be modern taste in 
the description of the relations of the lovers. They 
are passionately in love, but they act as so many 
people in real life do, they deny themselves indulgence 
in the satisfaction of their desires, and not until the 
husband is removed tragically, but quite legitimately, 
is happiness possible for them. 

After five women, five men, and first among them 
one of the masters of his craft, Eden Phillpotts. He 
would probably agree that ‘‘ Cherry Gambol,”’ which 
is a collection of short stories, does not show him at 
his best, but nevertheless it is a collection which 
provides some capital entertainment and proves that 
the author’s hand has not lost any of its cunning. 

Of Mr. Vachell’s story it is hard to say more than 
that it will serve to while away an idle hour. It is 
not great stuff, and one feels that more might be made 
of the plot. It is an unusual foundation to have as 


two of the chief actors a middle-aged widower and a 
middle-aged widow, just engaged and deeply in love. That 
ought to have led up to something better than this. 

“The Unforeseen,” on the other hand, is perhaps the 
best book that Mr. J. C. Snaith has written. It tells the 
story of a murder, for which an innocent man has to suffer 
many years of imprisonment, thinking that by so doing 
he has saved the woman he loves. He believes her guilty, 
and she thinks the same of him. When he comes out 
and the mutual understanding is cleared up and they are 
married, they spend their energies in discovering the real 
murderer, and a very interesting person he proves to be. 

“The Gladiator ”’ is a book about Russia, written by a 
Russian, but written in first-rate English. The note- 
worthy thing about it is that, though written in an alien 
tongue, it is Russian through and through. It tells of 
the drab and dreary existence with which the stories of 
the great Russians have made us familiar, and does it 
extremely well. 

Readers of ‘‘ They Die Young” will probably keep an 
eye on Mr. John Sommerfield also. Here is a most irri- 
tating, but at the same time a most remarkable first novel. 
The hero is painfully introspective, distressingly pro- 
miscuous and quite undisciplined by either himself or 
anyone else, and yet has considerable charm. One forgives 
him for his many shortcomings and follows his whirlwind 
career with real interest. His early death, however, is a 
relief. Mr. Sommerfield will write something better than 


this with his manifest gifts. R. S. FormMan.

It is a pity that space 
is wasted on definitions such as ‘‘ Clean boiled rag—a white 
starch-fronted shirt,’”’ and others equally well known to 
the mere landlubber, when there are so many picturesque 
phrases to delight the ear and puzzle the understanding of 
the uninitiated. Nevertheless it is a book which will be 
read with entertainment and profit by all who are interested 
in the British Navy and the sea generally. There are some 
excellent illustrations from a number of hitherto un- 
published originals. 


GREAT GHOST STORIES 


Edited by Harrison Dale. 7s. 6d. (Herbert Jenkins.) 


No anthology in any branch of writing is worthy of the 
name unless it has personality behind it, and carries out 
a definite line or policy. Mr. Dale fulfils both qualifica- 
tions, and supplies a candid and admirable preface which 
is one of the best essays one remembers on the ghost story 
as a fine art. He makes the clear and useful postulate 
that it should be “ creative fiction, as distinct from myth, 
legend, folk-tale, family tradition, personal experiences, 
psychic investigation and so forth.’’ In the fifteen stories 
he gives us here he has kept to this stipulation in favour 
of the imaginative, and the one exception he admits 


certainly justifies the departure—a typical folk-tale trans- 
lated from the Irish. 

The selection includes examples from eight countries, 
from Japan to the U.S.A., and indeed it is hard to decide 
whether Lafcadio Hearn’s belong to the one extreme or 
the other. But the two best in the book are Scottish— 
“Wandering Willie’s Tale”’ from Redgauntlet’’ and 
Stevenson’s ‘‘ Thrawn Janet,’’ each of them a work of 
genius unmasking the elements of horror and surprise. 

The worst limitation in this kind of book is the obvious 
one of copyright in the case of living writers. But Mr. 
Dale has done his best for the reader by indicating many 
specimens that the connoisseur may find for himself. 
His introduction in fact is.the best part of a book which is 
highly presentable in form, and ought to be a Christmas 
favourite.

THE CHURCH AND THE PEOPLE 


By Canon T. Guy Rogers, M.C., B.D. 7s. 6d. net. 
(Sampson Low.) 


This very valuable and stimulating book ranges over a 
variety of topics such as those implied in its sub-title, 
“* Problems of Reunion, Sex, Marriage, Women’s Ministry, 
etc.”” The background of the whole treatment is Canon 
Rogers’s conception of reunion. He hopes for a reunion 
which is not a mere absorption of other Churches by the 
Church of England, but rather a sort of federation in which 
each Church shall keep its own distinctive witness. How, 
this attained, the other problems might be dealt with, 
Canon Rogers proceeds to show. His answers to the many 
questions thus raised cannot of course be treated at length 
here. Buta word of real welcome must be given to a work 
so thoughtful, so carefully wrought out on a basis of 
impartial inquiry, so finely catholic in spirit. Canon 
Rogers speaks very plainly—for instance, in regard to 
some of the findings of the Lambeth Conference—and is 
obviously impatient with the “die-hards’”’ of every 
denomination. If every book on Church questions were 
like this, and had as much vision and sympathy behind it, 
some of to-day’s religious problems would seem less 
insoluble than they sometimes do. 


SIMPLE STORIES FROM “PUNCH” 
By Archibald Marshall. 6s. (Dent.) 


With an ambiguous smile the author turns to the task of 
betraying the foibles of our history, legend, and next-door 
neighbour (excluding of course ourselves) in twenty-four 
patently unsophisticated but slyly uproarious tales. Some 
readers may fear that Mr. Marshall is rather over dubious as 
to our sense of justice (“‘ The Fur Box ’’), and that he is 
not sufficiently respectful to our leading human belief in the 
omnipotence of the Public School production (‘‘ The 
Cannibal ’’), but not even the most carping can deny the 
sovereignty of his imagination and humour. The Artist, 
The Jumble Sale, and the Joint of Meat rival the best of 
George Morrow’s delicious drawings, which accompany the 
prose.

Except for a couple of aeroplane crashes it is free 
from physical horrors, though it dwells almost ex- 


clusively on the sordid preoccupations of men 
who have temporarily lost their sense of the 
value of life. 

The story follows the career of a public school 
boy who joins the Inns of Court O.T.C. at the 
beginning of 1918. He is a rather enigmatic 
person in spite of his innocence, which is rapidly 
dissipated in the atmosphere of hard-drinking 
men which now surrounds him. What really 
interests the author, we feel, are the emotional 
relationships between the various men who fill 
his pages—Plomer and Lamb who hate each other 
with such ferocity and can never be found apart, 
Sergeant Warren who both loves and hates the 
unconscious Carne, and contends with the par- 
son Beresford for his friendship. 

At times the author can be brilliantly 
amusing, as when during an account of a game 
of bridge he interposes a merciless caricature 
of the Colonel, but on the whole the irony is 
cool and restrained, though none the less deadly, 
in its criticism of army life. 


THE BALANCE 
By Ada Harrison. 
7s. 6d. (Dent.) 


This is an, unusually interesting first novel 
written with a fine perception of the delicate 
relationships that exist between modern mothers 
and their grown-up children. 

Helen herself, her mother’s love carefully 
controlled and masked by friendly detachment, 
is a triumph of delineation, but the author is 
no less successful with her young people, and 
presents widely varying types with equal ease 
and naturalness. 

Miss Harrison is well endowed with the 
novelist’s gifts; she has shrewd observation 
and an all too rare sense of form. If it 
might be contended that the book lacks sparkle, 
we submit that there are many who prefer a 
good cup of tea to champagne.

Virginia is frankly in love 
with dying Clinton, and has been ever since she was 
a small child. Clifton, ruined in fortune as well as in 
health, is reluctant to turn to her and accept sacrifice.

LONDON 


October 15th.—The meeting was presided over by Mr. E. M. Forster, and the subject, “‘ The Novel 
Market of To-day,”’ was introduced by Mr. Ralph Straus. Mr. Straus approached his subject in the triple 
capacity of author, reviewer and publisher. He pictured the acceptance of a first novel which eventually 
got the title of “‘ The Pool of Blood.’’ First we had the rosy expectations and subsequent disillusionment 
of the author. Then came the publisher’s views as to the ineptitudes of authors, the extortions of news- 
papers for advertisements, and the shameful inadequacy of reviews. The reviewer was then seen to 
be overwhelmed with stacks of novels sent for review. The woes and hardships of all were exhibited in 
an unfailing stream of humorous description, with an undercurrent of serious comment. This entertaining 
address provoked an unusual number of members to offer more or less brief remarks, amongst whom were 
Mr. Keighley Snowden, Mr. Desmond Ryan, Mr. Juan Chamberlin, Mr. Wildey Knights, Dr. Mullins, 
Mr. and Mrs. G. B. Burgin, Mrs. Lyon, Miss Irwin, Miss I. Bréhaut and Miss Blanckensee. What we saw 
and heard of Mr. E. M. Forster made us wish that we might have him on some future occasion as lecturer 
and not merely as chairman. 


October 18th.—Notwithstanding the weather, which called people to the country-side rather than to 
the galleries of a museum, a large party joined in the tour of the London Museum. By arrangement with 
the Museum authorities, members were met in the magnificent Entrance Hall by Mrs. R. E. M. Wheeler, 
F.S.A., semi-official guide and lecturer to the Museum, who in an enthusiastic manner described Lancaster 
House and some of the most important exhibits displayed therein. Commencing with prehistoric days, 
when mammoths roamed wild in the country around, the story of London’s history was told, and a thrilling 
story it made. The Jewel Room was of particular interest, containing as it does a hoard of Elizabethan 
jewels, romantically discovered by a workman when excavating in Cheapside. Trenchant comments 
were passed on the dresses of bygone ages when comparing them with modern styles. After due respect 
had been paid to the wonderful dioramas of old London, the party concluded its tour with an inspection 
of execution broadsheets and prison equipment. Mr. G. B. Burgin, in expressing a vote of thanks, assured 
Mrs. Wheeler that if Mr. Winston Churchill had had her for a guide when visiting the Museum he would 
probably not have been so free with his criticism of Lancaster House. Mrs. Wheeler, in reply, pointed 
out that Hugh Walpole, in “‘ Wintersmoon,” made his lovers meet in the galleries of the Museum. 


October 29th.—The subject for the meeting was “‘ The Garden That I Love,” introduced by Mrs. 
Marion Cran, with Lieut.-Colonel F. R. Durham, Secretary of the Royal Horticultural Society, as chairman. 
In a vein of quiet comedy Mrs. Marion Cran conveyed a large amount of entertaining information about 
various flowers, her recent journeys and experiences in Canada and the United States, the search for the 
dividea tree, the humours of orchard and fruit gardens. The chairman, who reserved his remarks till 
after the lecture, after a tribute to the memory of the great plant collector Wilson, discussed towns- 
people as gardeners, told how his own garden near Kew was replenished with plant seeds carried from 
Kew by birds and insects, and suggested that gardens showed the characters of their owners. When the 
meeting was thrown open, questions and brief speeches followed from Miss Kathleen Rogers, Miss Mac- 
pherson, Miss Leslie (Temple Lane), Mrs. Champion de Crespigny, Mr. G. B. Burgin, Mr. Wildey Knights 
and others. There were also some amusing interchanges of opinion between the lecturer and the chairman 
on various points.
